RACE WAR AT THE MINES.. 
‘' 
Further Fighting and the Lynching of * 


Too Negro Prisoners Looked 
For. 


— 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 31.—In a battle 
between white and negro miners at Brook- 
side, which lasted nearly two hours, six 
men were shot dead—four negroes and two 
whites— and a number on each side 
wounded. 

The fight grew out of the discharge of 
a négro employed as a teamster or driver at 
the Brookside Mines, named James Biggars. 
Biggars refused to leave the premises and 
tried to induce the other negroes to quit 
work and make trouble for the white men 
at the mines. 

Deputy Sheriff A. T. Woods, who was 
also an Officer of the company, procured 
warrants charging Biggars with trespass 
and went to arrest him. Biggars was pre- 


red for this proceeding and upon sight of 
he Deputy coming toward him, as 
re with a Winchester rifle, shooting Woods 
through the heart and killing hip ipetantiy: 
Joel ter, a citizen whom Woods had 
summoned as a deputy, was also shot and 
mortally wounded, dying shortly afterward. 

The firing was a signal for a general up- 
rising of the negroes, who immediately ran 
to their cabing and procured arms. At the 
same time the white men came to the res- 
cue of Woods and Baxter. The result was 
a pitched. battle, that ensued on the out- 
akirts of the little town, close by a thicket 
of oak and hiekory trees. 

The battle waged fiercely for nearly two 
hours. Biggars and his men were sheltered 
by dense foliage and the white miners’ 
were forced to retreat. They gathered rein- 
forcements and in renewed the attack. 
Four negroes fell dead under the heavy fire. 
The ranks of the whites were thinned by 
several being wounded. While the miners 
were caring for their injured the negroes 
struck out for the deeper woods. Another 
posse was formed and the pursuit was re- 
sumed. 

Word was wired to this city for help 
and Sheriff Morrow, with twenty-five of his 
men, left for the scene. 

At midnight Sheriff Morrow and party 
came up to the rioters. The whites had cap- 
tured several of the negroes, but Biggars 
was net among them. A rope had been car- 
ried along for one purpose. That purpose 
was just being carried into effect when the 
Sheriff arrived. The captured negroes were 
bound hand and foot and the dangling noose 
from the limb of a tree overhead told their 
impending fate. 

herif!’ Morrow Gemanded the surrender 
of the prisoner. His request was received 
in silence. Another demand for surrender 
was met with a fiat refusal from the leader 
of the white miners. Morrow then threat- 
ened to open fire on both parties unless 
the prisoners were given up at once. Not 
until hig men presented their arms and the 
ominous click of the weapons were heard 
did the spokesman of the white miners de- 
liver up his captives. They were brought 
back to the camp where another demon- 
stration was made by those miners who had 
not joined the pursuers. 

They made a desperate attempt to «take 
the prisoners from Sheriff Morrow, but the 
determined stand of his men deterred them. 
The camp. is in a state of great excitement 
and the n will be Drought here to 
prevent. a 8 . 

The bodies of the four negroes were 
brought to the camp and laid on rough 
boards. The bodies of the two deputies 
were taken to their homes. 

Over a dozen men received wounds during 
the battle and were brought to camp for 
surgical treatment. It is not thought that 
any are fatally injured. 

Biggars and his confederates are hiding in 
the woods and will be taken dead or alive: 
Brookside has been the scene of race trouble 
before. Both colored and white miners 
work there, and the feeling has not been 
very cordial, and especially since last sum- 
mer’s strike, when negroes went to work in 
white miners’ places.

Impeaching Testimony of Taylors’ 
Chief Witness.

CARROLLTON, Mo., July 31.—The State 
occupied the entire session of the Carroll 
County Court this morning with the intro- 
duction of testimony in rebuttal. 

Miss Alpha Van Wye, a witness for the 
defense, was recalled by the prosecution 
at the opening of court.

JAPAN’S PLEA. 
Wants to Hold on to Liao Tung Pe- 
ninsula. 


NEW YORK, July 3L—A Herald dispatch 
from St. Petersburg says: : 

Strenuous efforts are being made by the 
Japanese foreign office to have the execu- 


tion of the treaty of Shimoneseki and the 
evacuation of the Liao Tung Peninsula re- 
garded as interdependent questions evi- 
dently with the intention of retarding, 80 
far .s possible, the withdrawal of Japan's 
forces from the peninsula.

Judge Murphy of the Court of Criminal

Correction has apparently determined to 
contest the title of Wisest Man with 


Bolomon. . 

When William Coleman was brought 
before him on a charge af stealing the 
pocketbook of Mrs. Mary Muller Judge 
Murphy did not decide the case merely 
on the fact of theft. He went deeply into 
the philosophy of crime. Because the 
woman carried the purse in her hand in- 
stead of her pocket he reduced the thief’s 
sentence one-half for the reason that 
she was tempting the man by carrying 
the purse in her hand." 

If this is not a new principle in law it 
is at least a novel form of an old principle 
which requires clearer definition. Does 
Judge Murphy mean to affirm that the 
desire to commit a crime and the ease 
with which it may be committed are miti- 
gating circumstances? 

Under this rule if a man should see a 
tempting mouth and steal a kiss from it 
would the Judge hold him guiltless be- 
cause the mouth was on the girl's face in- 
stead of being in her pocket? Would the 
low roosting of chickens be accepted in 
mitigation of the habitual offense of Tom 
Goabout? In short, does the failure of the 
possessor of property to hide it so it will 
not tempt others Sake him partly or 
wholly responsible for the crime of steal- 
ing it? Would a second or third offense 
of having a pocketbook stolen from her 
hand induce Judge Murphy to sentence 
the woman guilty of temptation to the 
Work-house in place of the thief? 

But there are even more puzzling prob- 
lems suggested by Judge Murphy's 
learned opinion. He declares that if the 
man had stolen the purse from the wo- 
man's pocket he would have given him 
a year. This indicates that Judge Mur- 
phy thinks it possible for a man to take 
a purse from a woman's pocketbook. If 
he will state how the pocket is to be 
found in order to take a purse from it 
the Post-Dispatch will tender him King

THE FOERSTEL CASE. 


The reindictment of ex-City Treasurer 
Foerstel opens the way to a speedy trial of 
his case. The interests of justice demand 
that it be brought to trial as promptly 
as possible. 

Years have passed since the crime 
upon which the Foerstel indictments were 
based occurred. Whether the ex-City 
Treasurer is innocent or guilty the delay 
in his trial constitutes a travesty on 
the administration of the criminal law 
and an outrageous denial of justice. 

But it was freely charged first that 
Foerstel would not be indicted and after 
he was indicted that he would never be 
tried. His political pull was regarded as 
strong enough to protect him from the law. 
The original indictments were obtained 
only after a persistent struggle against 
every form of obstruction which money 
and political influence could command, 
After the indictments were found the case 
dragged along until it has almost passed 
out of the public mind as a piece of an- 
cient history. The delay has greatly 
favored the defendant. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz openly showed 
his partiality towards Foerstel when the 
case was before the Grand-jury andafter- 
wards. If this case should not be brought 
to trial or if by delay or otherwise justice 
should be defeated the lesson will be 
clear that money and political influence 
are effective shields against punishment 
for crime.

A MONETARY PHANTOM. 
A correspondent asks what would be 
the effect if, in case of the free coinage 


of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 by this coun- 
try, people should go into Mexico and 


quantities of silver moncy of equal fine- 
ness and weight with our own, at a ratio 
of about 2 to 1” and dump it on the 
United States. 

The sufficient answer to this question 
is that it would be impossible to buy 
silver in any quantity in any country at 
the rate of two dollars for one because 
if silver was brought to a par with gold 
in the United States by the opening of 
our mints it would be at a par with gold 
the world over. The price of silver would 
be fixed for the whole world at its value 
in our market. Whatever actual value 
would be added to our silver by free coin- 
age would be shared by all silver. There 
would be little or no profit in buying sil- 
ver abroad for shipment here. 

But granting that silver could be 
bought in Mexico or South America at 
two dollars for one, where would the 
“unlimited quantities” be found? 

The total silver stock of Mexico is $50,- 
000,000; that of Central America is $8,000,- 
000 and that of South America is $30,000,- 
000. If the supposed purchaser, therefore, 
bought every dollar of silver in Mexico, 
Central and South America he would 
have only $88,000,000 to dump on the 
United States—a mere drop in a bucket 
to our $1,200,000,000 of metal money. 

In answer to a question of the London 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch and 
the New York World a meniber of the 
leading London firm of silver brokers 
said that in sixty days it would be ex- 
tremely hard to get together for delivery 
£1,000,000, or about $5,000,000, worth of 
silver bullion, and London controls the 
silver market of the world. * 

That unlimited quantity“ of silver to 
be dumped on the United States in the 
event of silver free coinage is a phantom. 


Replying to the Post-Dispatch, Mr.
